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EXTENSIVE FIRE AT YOKOHAMA. 


We have received our despatches from China and Japan in 
anticipation of the P. and O. mail expected to be delivered on 
the 29th. The following are the details of the fire at Yoko- 
hama, which took place on the 26th Nov. :— 

“The fire commenced in a cookshop, leading from Beutchdori 
to Yoshiwara. The latter place is on the peninsula, and con- 
tained a great number of habitations of Japanese women. The 
fire spread rapidly, and there being only one bridge leading to 
it, a great destruction of life took place, as all but two isolated 
buildings were destroyed. 

“The Japanese report the finding of thirty-five bodies, but a 
further examination of the burnt district adds largely to the 
number. The greatest confusion prevailed during the fire. 
Every effort was made to arrest the progress of the flames by 
the use of water and the blowing-up of ouildings, Lut in vain, 
until nearly one-third of the stores and dwellings of the business 
firms were destroyed. 

“Early in the day large detachments of sailors aud marines 
were landed from the British fleet lying in the harbour, who at 
first worked well under the control of their officers, but after- 
wards getting access to liquor they became unmanageable. 
From striving to save property they turned their attention to 
plundering, and robberies of the boldest nature were perpe- 
trated while ownere of property were standing helpless to pre- 
vent them. 

“‘ Among the losses by fire and destruction were the archives 
of the United States Consulate. A large portion of the archives 
of other consulates were also destroyed. 

“The French Consul lost his office and all his private pro- 
perty. The English Consul also suffered. The bonded ware- 
house, filled with goods, under the superintendence of Mr. 
Benjamin Seare, was destroyed; loss $160,000. The new 
house built for the American Consulate was also consumed. 
The whole range of old Consulate buildings—French, American, 
Prussian, and English,—the Post-office, with nearly all the 
private residences, were destroyed by the conflagration. 

“ Among the sufferers are Augustine Heard and Co., E. M. 
Van Reed, Jardine, Matheson and Co., Colonel Fisher, Walshe 
and Co., Schultze, Reis and Co, Ross, Barber and Co., Mac- 
pherson and Marshall, and others. 

“The fireproof buildings of Textor and Co., and the French 
hospital, are among the buildings saved. 

“The fire put au end to all business for a time. Some 
articles had advanced in consequence of the large quantities 
destroyed, such as shirtings, yarns, camlets, &. The latter 
are held at $20 to $22. Of tea about 2,200 piculs were 
burnt. 

“The agents of the fire insurance companies held a meeting, 
when it was ascertained that the aggregate losses amounted to 
$2,150,000. The Japan Herald estimates the total loss of 
natives and foreignera at between three and four millions of 
dollars. | 

“ Owing to the unsuccessful harvest of rice the lower class 
of the people are suffering for food. The Government has 
removed the monopoly of sale by allowing foreign merchants to 
sell direct to consumers. It is believed that this permission to 
gell food and import rice to save the lives of the common 
people will do much to beget a better feeling between the Japa- 
nese and foreigners.” 
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Another letter says :— 

“A high wind from the north was prevailing at the time, and 
in a few minutes flames were seen issuing in various quarters 
simultaneously. Otta-matchi broke out at several points, the 
new American Consular building, at the distance of fully a 
quarter of a mile, showing flames through the roof at the same 
moment. The flames worked up against the wind from the 
locality in which the fire originated, and in half an hour the 
whole of Yoshiwarra was destroyed. With the exception of 
one or two fire-proof godowns and the temple at the end, not 
@ single stick was standing to mark the boundaries of dwell- 
ings. Unhappily, we have to record that here was a terrible 
loss of liie, if we may believe the reports of the Japanese them- 
selves, who state that thirty-five bodies have been found. 
Yoshiwarra, being quite surrounded by water, and there being 
only one narrow bridge which led in to the street that was 
already in flames, became a cul de sac, from which the only 
retreat was by improvised bridges of boards, or by punts 
which were brought into use with all the celerity possible; 
but the flames were so rapid] in their work of desolation that 
many fled from them only to meet death in another element. 
We hear that in several parts of the native town persons were 
burnt or crushed to death. In Otta-matchi the effects of 
thoughtlessness and disorganisation were painfully apparen’. 
All along the street the people wore getting their little move- 
ables out to fly with them to Matchi (the newly filled in ground) 
or some other place of safety, but towards the end near the 
foreign settiement several shopkeepers had filled up the street 
with their goods and chattels, thus making a perfect barricade, 
and here was an obstruction that even the unencumbered found 
great difficulty in overcoming, whilst those who were carrying 
loads were driven to desperation in their effurts to pass, and 
many women and children were very much hurt.’ Meanwhile 
the fire spread northwards, and into the foreign scttlement. 
The new American Consulate was now generally level with 
the ground, and report flew around that No. 1, the private 
residence and godowns of Messrs. Jardine, Matheson, and Co. 
had caught. In another few seconds it reached the whole 
settlement and the private residence, No. 2—Messrs. Walsh, 
Hall, and Co.—was on fire. Simultaneously with this, the 
whole range of the old cousular buildings, the French, Prussian, 
American and English, in which latter several gentlemen of the 
English Legation and Consulate were residing, were swept off 
like so much tinder. The wind increased almost to a typhoon ; 
the sparks communicated with the old Japanese Custom-house, 
and in almost as short a time as it takes to pen this story it 
was a thing of the past. 

“The fire raged from nine to eleven a.m., when the wind 
lulled and prevented it from spreading any further. The lighted 
debris, however, continued to flame up, and was still smoulder- 
ing when the mail left, November 28th. 

“The fire engines were brought out the instant the alarm of 
fire was given, but, alas ! for the efficiency of the Yokohama fire 
brigade, there was not the slightest organisation ; and some of 
the engines were entirely useless, having got out of order, 
probably from disuse. It was difficult also to procure a sufficient 
and continuous supply of water for some of those that were well 
manned and in order, 80 that at length there seemed to be an 
almost entire absence of effort to make them available.

At the time of the departure of the mail it was impossible 
to obtain any certain data on which to base a calculation of the

loss, but rough estimates put the total Japanese and foreign 


loss at between four and five millions, independent of the losses 
of non-insurers, which must be considerable. Luckily no banks 
have sustained any loss, although at one time the Hindustan 
Bank was in danger. The loss of the Japanese merchants 
would appear to be severe, as they had large quantities of silk 
stored in the godowns of foreigners. It has been ascertained 
that the fire had its origin in a small cookshop; some grease 
dripping on to the fire caused a blaze that caught the dry 
woodwork, and in a few minutes attained mastery over the whole 


place.

KOREA. 

It will be remembered that a previous narrative carried the 
chronicle of events as far as the occupation of Kanghoa, on the 
16th of October. The French wessels had advanced up the: 
river on which the capital is situated as far as this point, and 
had scarcely encountered any resistance whatever. When a 
party was detached to take possession of the town it found 
the place all but deserted and absolutely undefended. It was 
occupied and plundered a good deal, it would seem, and a. 
vessel was detached to take down to Shanghai the news of 
what had occurred. After the departure of this vessel various 
reconnaissances were made, with the view of ascertaining the 
feasibility of advancing to the assault of the capital, Seoul. 
Kanghoa stands upon an island formed by two branches of the 
river, and it soon became rumoured that bodies of native 
troops were crossing the arm which the French had left open, 
and were orgapisiog an attack on the invaders. In view of 
this the Admiral saw the desirability of seizing a fortified 
pagoda situated on a high hill commanding the town, and a 
party was sent to its attack. As the troops advanced it was 
supposed that the works were untenanted. No sign of a garrison 
was seep, but when the men were close to the walls, « murderous 
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musketry fire was poured from behind them. There were six or 
seven Koreans loading pieces for every man in a position to fire 
effectually, and the small party of French were forced to retreat, 
giving up their enterprise, and losing thirty-five men killed and 
wounded. Further delay in the river would have subjected the 
squadron to the danger of being frozen up for the winter, and 
mortifying as it must have been to have retired under the 
circumstances, Admiral Roze had of course no choice. 

That the attempt to punish the Korean Government for the 
massacre of the missionaries will be renewed by the French 
fleet in these waters next year is now a matter of course. 
Under more favourable circumstances as to season, and with 
the knowledge of the country acquired in the course of the 
operations which have just taken place, there need not be any 
question as to the success which will attend a renewed effort 
upon the determined exclusiveness of the rulers. It is to be 
‘hoped, however, in view of the facts which have been brought 
‘to light by this expedition, that the various Powers holding 
‘treaties with China and Japan will co-operate with the French 
jn opening up the new field for commercial enterprise which 
Korea now offers. It is clear that the country, far from being 
barren and worthless, must be rich and productive, the people 
in many respects in advance being of Chinese and Japanese. 
The firearms they use are of their own manufacture, are highly 
finished even to the extent of having in some cases octagonal 
barrels, and silver name-plates let into the metal work ; there are 
actually breech-loading cannon in use by the soldiers, constructed 
on a principle said to be not unlike that of Snider’s rifle. In 
other arts_the nation is equally advanced. A library of 300 
volumes has been seized in Kanghoa by'the Admiral, and in one 
of the temples have been found certain foldmg marble tablets, 
highly ornamented in an artistic style, also pieces of silk damask 
‘ of native manufacture. The helmets wora by the Korean 
soldiers were of leather, described as very like those of the 
Prussian army. Vast quantities of gunpowder were stored at 
Kanghos, and considering the almost complete isolation in 
which the country has remained, it is difficult to account for 
this except on the supposition that it is of native manufacture. 
The tls. 30,000 of silver which were seized by the expedition 
Were in ingots of a peculiar shape, round disks, unlike the Chinese 
or Japanese ingots, and it is presumed that the metal had been 
mined in the country. The missionaries have from the first 
reported the place extraordinarily rich in mineral resources, and 
it was nothing but the wildly romantic natare of their state- 
ments which had* caused them to be disbelieved. Whatever 
may be the fact about the silver, it is tolerably clear that Korea, 
far from being savage and poverty-stricken, is well worth the 
attention of the British Government. The French must at any 
rate take some vigorous measures next summer in order to 
repair the humiliation they have now suffered, and the previous 
policy of the British-Government in the East would certainly 

suggest the propriety of joint action in the present case. 

The Koreans doubtless understand the making of arms, and 
their sword blades are thus curious, that they cannot be 
broken ; they are of soft iron and not sharp, about two 
fect long in the blade, and the hilt made for one hand.. No 
two-handed hilted swords were found in Korea. Ona musket 
to be seen ‘here there is a silver enamel let into the breach of 
the barrel, which betokens a certain knowledge of art; while 
the octagon shape of the barrel, like an American rifle, and 


the neat finish of the stock, is a most creditable job for these: 
| inst., and there discovered a foreigner lying on the bank of the 


barbarian artificers. 
Strange to say, some of the cannon found at Kanghoa are 


breech-loaders.

Made of fine rice straw, and worked over with ornaments in 
coloured silk and gold, it is superior to any Chinese or Japan- 
es matting the writer has ever seen. 

From all this it must be concluded that the Koreans are a 
warlike people, courageous end possessing the usual cunning of 
Orientals. They are clever workers in metals, and have a 
knowledge of arms. They have a literature and a grand cere- 
monial, for in the books of the library at Kanghoa there 
were manuscript volumes containing pictures of the court pro- 
cessions aud rites of worship, with descriptions of them. They 
have a taste for the beautiful in art, as evinced in the marble 
tablets already mentioned, and no doubt when further research 
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is made into their habits they will be found to possess a 
civilisation equal at least to the Japanese. During the sack of 
Kanghoa about thirty thousand taels weight of silver was 
found under a heap of muskets. ‘lhe ingots were not like 
Chinese sycee, but flat round plates of about six inches in 
diameter. This is a probable evidence of the existence of 
silver mines in the country, as it was part of the Government 
treasury. 





CHINA. 
TIEN-TSIN. 

The season at this port may now be considered at an end. 
The river at Tsze-chulin was frozen over on the 26th, aud quite 
a fleet of sailing vessels are at present fairly frozen in. It is 
possible the river may again open, but our correspondent 
expresses great doubt of it. A good deal of tea is still 
expected to Russian consignment, About two thirds of the 
inland dealers in manufactures have departed; but a fair 
business is doing by those still here. A very active market in 
opium is reported, with daily advancing rates. The cargoes of 
the Korea and Ying-tsze-fer, however, are not yet landed, the 
former being on the bar, the latter outside waiting high tides. 
Besides the sailing craft frozen in off the settlement, a number 
are detained at Taka, by want of water on the bar. 

SHANGHAI. 

Business has been extremely dull during the past fortnight—. 
more intensely so perhaps from the prevalent rumours of 
unfavourable telegrams said to have been received va Kiachta. 
The arrangements for improving the lighting of the entrance to 
the river are still under discussion. It has been found 
necessary to abandon the Amherst Rocks, on the ground of 
expense, and the North Saddle appears likely to be at length 
determined on. Some funds will then, it is estimated, be still 
available, for the disposal of which two plans have been suggested, 
on which the opinions of nautical men in the habit of 
frequenting this port are again invited. One is, the improve- 
ment of the present Kintoah Beacon to be a light of the first 
class, and the removal of the Light-ship to the point of 
intersection of lines drawn from the Beacon to the North 
Saddle, and from the Amherst Rock to Gutzlaff. The other, the 
mooring a second Light-ship between the Ariadne and Amherst 
Rocks, leaving the present one where it is and the Beacon as it 
is. It has been objected, however, that the removal of the 
existing Light-ship so far eastward as the point named would 
leave the North bank unprotected ; so the extreme point of the 
bank, some five or six miles eastward of its present moorings, 
would probably be a ‘safer position. A reference to the chart 
will show that the object of this removal is to placé the light 
in the direct line of vessels entering the Yangtsze from the 
Saddles, and at a point between the Amherst and Ariadne 
Rocks and Gutzlaff, nearly equi-distant from either, and 
affording an equally good mark to vessels approaching either 
from the North or South. To vessels coming from the North 
the placing a second Light-ship near the Ariadne Rock would 
no doubt be most advantageous; but the interests of the 
Ningpo steamers would be entirely overlooked ; whereas the 
proposed removal of the present Light-ship to the eastward 
would be a gain to both. os 

A party of gentlemen who had left! Shanghai on a shooting 
excursion arrived off Sz-kong-k’eu, a place where the Soochow 
Creek branches off in four different directions, at 2 P.M. on 2nd . 


creek, clothed only in his shirt, and severely wounded in the - 
left arm, apparently by a chopper or knife. He gave his name 
as Henry Albrecht, and stated that he was a Prussian, adding 
that be ‘had gone up the country with a companion, whose 
name ‘our informant has forgotten, but who, Albrecht! said, 
was an Englishman ; and that about 2 P.M.-on Saturday, when 
between Lok-k’o-pan and Quinsan, he and his companion had 
been attacked while asleep by the Chinese in the boat. Their 
assailants, he stated, were armed with hatchets and knives ; and 
he jumped ‘overboard to sve his life. His companion, he 
feared, had been murdered, as after leaving the boat he heard 
yells and cries of “My God, I am kilied'!” He subsequently 
saw the Chinamen run ashore, and he made his way during 
the night to the spot where he was found. He (was taken 
across the creek to the Chinese Custom-house, when a mandarin 
was sent for. The Prussian has been since brought to his 
Consul, and inqutries have been institated with regard to the 
Englishman. 

From Chinkiang we are informed that at about three o’clock

on the 3rd a fire broke out on the north bank, close down to 
the river, and burnt with great fury for about two hours, 
destroying a large number of houses. As there was a fresh 
northerly wind blowing at the time, there was a great commo 
tion among the junks and other small craft anchored in 
proximity to the fire, many of which were burnt and unfor- 
tunately many lives lost. The river opposite the city at one 
time presented a very animated appearance, owing to the 
number of native craft trying to escape from the scene of the 
confiragration, which, together with the foreign hulks anchored 
on the north side of the river, stood in no slight danger from 
the burning juoks and sampans which now and then drifted 
.down among them. 

The Viceroy is reported to have gained a series of successes 
_ over the Shantung Nienfei, who are now believed to be com- 
pletely crushed aud dispersed. 

Winter was still keeping off at Newchang at the date of our 
_ last advices, the 21st Nov., but a change was daily expected, 
- and the season was considered practically at an end. Malwa 
opium was quoted at tls. 650, the arrival of 100 chests in the 
Korea having caused a fall of tls. 10 per picul. About 300 
chests were on stock. 





HONG KONG. 

To send away a mail summary of Hong Kong news during 
the past fortnight and not to allude to the commercial anxiety 
by which the community has been agitated would be to dis- | 
guise the state of affairs here. During the early part of the 
. fortnight rumours of a terrible character relating to the stability 
of many of the greatest firms in the colony were flying about. 
Name after name was mentioned, until at last the overwhelming 
character of the crisis which was threatened became so great 
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that the Governor should have gone into long arguments in 
order to show how well able such boats are to pay the fees, 
The Junk and Registration ordinances have, according to a tele- 
graphic despatch by the French mail, been sanctioned by the 
Home Government, and will probably come into operation in 
the beginning of the new year. For the more effectual execution 
of the ordinances Mr. Tonnochy, the sheriff and originally one 
of the student interpreters, is to cruise about the island con- 
tinually, visiting the branches of the harbour master’s office 
which are to be established at the various villages. The 
Government has bought an old junk in which he is to perform 
this duty, and has been joked a good deal about this last addi- 
tion to Her Majesty’s navy. Certainly an English built cutter 
would in many ways have been better adapted to the work, and 
would scarcely have been more expensive. 

Amongst minor items of Hong Kong news is to be noticed 
the seizure by the creditors of the Commercial Bank of certain 
treasure which arrived to the Hong Kong branch. It will be 
remembered that a previous judgment of the Supreme Court 
had been in favour of the local creditors, and that in conse- 
quence of this the bank smuggled off by the mail steamer the 
whole of its available funds. It now appears, however, that 
legal evidence of the action of the High Court of Chancery in 
vesting all the property of the bank in the official liquidator 
being in the colony, which was not the case when the judgment 
of the Supreme Court above referred to was given, the proceed- 
ings on behalf of the creditors have been considered hopeless, 
and have been suffered to drop, the treasure reverting to the 
possession of the bank agents.

There has still been no pubiication in the Hong Kong 
Government Uasette (saya the Dazly Press) of the report of the 
Mint Commission, which has now been for a considerable time 
in the hands of the Government. The contents, however, have 
become very well known. The Commission recommends that 
the establishment should not be closed at any rate for another 

-twelve months, as the colony would derive no pecuviary benefit 
from so doing. The Mint officials were all engaged for a term 
-of three years, on the understanding that if they were sent home 
at an earlier period they should receive each a year’s salary 
from the date of their arrival in Eogland. They have now been 
here about eighteen months, and if sent home they would have 
a claim for nearly the whole of the three years’ salary. It is 
evident therefore that they may as well remain here in view of 
possible occurrences which may benefit the mint. It remains 
to be seen what effect upon the exchange and bullion markets 
will be produced by the inauguration of the new line of steamers 
between Hong Kong and San Francisco, which will commence 
running in January, and it alsoremains to be seen how political 
events in Mexico will affect the supply of Mexican dollars. To 
close the mint at once, therefore, would be simple folly, even 
though it now stands absolutely idle. 

The Governor in the course of a second memorandum on the 
Chinese memorial relative to the new Hong Kong Junk ordi- 
nance, has retreated from his first position and wisely abandons 
the idea of insisting on the payment of regular fees for anchor- 
age, permits, and clearances, ,by the passenger and provision 
juvks which ply between Hong Kong and the mainland. It 
was abundantly evident from the first to those who knew any- 
thing of this trade, that to treat these licensed boats in the 
same way as if they were strange seagoing junks would not 
only be an injustice and a misapplication of the principles 
involved in the Ordinance, but a fatal blow to the branch of 
traJe—humble, but by no means unimportant, in which they 
are concerned. TheGovernor’s first reply was understood to 
weau that he intended to carry out the provisions of the ordi- 
pance ayainst all junks alike. He now says that it was never 
intended from the first to apply them to these passenger 
and provision juuks, which of course every one is very glad 
to hear, though under these circumstances it seems a pity 
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mation received from the mandarin of Quang-Hai, Commander 
Suttie landed witl: the above force, numbering about forty-five 
men and officers, for the purpose of reconnoitring this locality, 
which appears to consist of a large mangrove swamp, lying 
behind a barrier of sand, and skirted by high and thickly 
wooded hills. 

In one of the creeks by which this swamp is intersected were 
three junks and five snake boats, on approaching which the 
party was fired on from several directions, whilst a straggling 
force of about 200 men (as nearly as could be ascertained) were 
seen to be making off towards the hills, carrying with them as 
usual all they could conveniently bundle together at a short 
notice. Some however remained in the brushwood on the near 
hill side, and continued a straggling fire with by no means a 
bad aim, one bullet (amongst other “close shaves”) passin 
within a few inches of Commr. Suttie’s head. Of course these” 
ruffians were speedily dislodged, and several of them shot whilst 
scrambling up the hill. In the meantime, Lieut. Johnson, 
with six mep, pursued the main body of retreating pirates, 
and had arrived within 200 yards of them, when a party of 
about forty made a stand in {a small gap, where they planted 
a red and white flag, and commenced firing with a rapidity and 
precision which might have given us a sadder tale to tell had 
not a bank been fortunately at hand, behind which Lieut. 
Johnson halted his men, and having extended them in skirmish- 
ing order, kept up a steady fire on the gap, which, in about 
ten minutes effectually dislodged the enemy. He then pro- 
ceeded to take possession of the position wacated by the 
pirates, and as they were mustering in force at the head of a 
valley some 800 yards on, halted for reinforcements ; these 
soon came up, but with orders to retire from Commander Suttie, 
who very sensibly deemed it inexpedient to follow far, in an 
unknown country, a force whose strength he had not been able 
to ascertain. 

The junks and snake boats were all effectually destroyed, 
and after having thus crippled the resources of the pirates, the 
boats returned to their ships, fortunately in that very desirable 
state, on these occasions, without » man hurt. Tai-ma is 
likely yet to be the seat of further operations, as out of the 
force, which is certainly not under the numbers we mention, 
and is comparatively well-organised, no more than ten or twelve 
can be counted as killed and wounded in this affair. 

Considerable surprise has been expressed that the Com- 
mission on the Hong Kong Mint has not yet published its report. 
The Daily Press surmises that it is held back, as it dues not 
suit the local Government. 

Dr. Macgowan, whose schemes in connection with the intro- 
duction of eleotric telegraphy into China have already been 
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noticed, was not long in Hong Kong befure bringing his 
proposal before the Chamber of Commerce, requesting that 
the influence of that body might be exerted with the Foreign 
Consuls of Canton to sccure their support of his application to 
the Viceroy for permission to construct a telegraphic line be- 
tween Hong Kong and Canton. The Chamber complied with 
his request, and addressed a communication to each of the 
Consuls. The English Consul was absent at the time, but the 
French Consul secured for Dr. Macgowan an interview with 
the Viceroy. 


HONG KONG GENERAL CHAMBER OF COMMERCE. 

Sir,—I take the liberty of addressing you, by order of this Chamber, 
on a subject which I feel fully convinced will have your valuable support. 
I refer to telegraphic communication, which is about to be inaugurated 
under the auspices of the East India Company's Commiasioner, Dr. Mac- 
gowan. This gentleman will, no doubt, pay his respects to you personally, 
and explain more in detail the object that has brought him to China, so 
that I need not go further into the matter. My especial desire in now 
addressing you is to solicit your interest and support in laying the point of 
telegraphic communication before his Excellency the Viceroy at Canton, 
and to urge upon him the great benefit that would result from a line 
between this port and that city. Dr. Macgowan is perfectly ready to 
commence upon it as soon as a concession is granted. 

1 feel that there are great difficulties in the way, but those are not un- 
likely to be surmounted if you bring your influence to bear on his Excel- 
lency. Leaving the matter therefore in your hands, I have the honour to

THE FRENCH CONSULATE AT CANTON. 
CanTon, Nov. 28th, 1866. 

Sir,—I had the honour to receive at Hong Kong the letter addressed 
to me by you on the 23rd November, by order of the General Chamber of 
Commerce, to request my support near his Excellency the Viceroy of 
Canton for the proposed establishment of a telegraphic communication 
between this port and Hong Kong, under the direction of Dr. Macgowan, 
Commissioner of the East India Telegraph Company, and I lost no time 
‘on my return bere (on the 26th) to procure an interview with his Excel- 
leney which took place the next day—the 27th. 

I fully explained to H.E. the advantages of such a mode of communi- 

‘Cation, not only for its benefit to the foreign community, and advantages 
in commercial transactions between nations, but perhaps more on account 
of its undoubted utility to the Chinese authorities, as it would enable them 
to secure immediate information in reported cases of piracy, smuggling, 
and local disturbances. 

I laid before the Viceroy many inducements having reference to the 
material interests involved in the projected enterprise, and I had the 
unexpected satisfaction to succeed in drawing the most serious attention 
of H.E. to the scheme, and to hear from him that as far as he was con- 
cerned he was ready to give it all the support in his power, 

Nevertheless, H.E. declined to assume the responsibility of making the 
desired concession from apprehension touching illwill on the part of por- 
tions of the population, owing to their ignorance of the value of improve- 
ments, and to the strength of their secular prejudices; in consequence of 
which he considered it necessary to communicate with the chief of the 
Tsung-li Yamun at Peking to obtain his consent. 

But H.E. pledged himself to give his full adhesion to the scheme, when 
presenting it to the appreciation of the Tsung-li Yamun, and he distinctly 
stated that in case of a favourable answer, which he greatly hoped to 
obtain, the enterprise might rely entirely upon his best protection. 

These promises, 1 am happy to say, were made in the presence of Mr. 
Macgowan, who, having been admitted to the audience, was able owing to 
bis good knowledge of the Chinese language to understand the questions 
of my interpreter and the answer of the Viceroy. 

His Excellency will address a communication immediately to Pekin, but 
he does not expect to have any answer in less than two months’ time. 

Allow me, in conclusion, to acknowledge the honour which in tho name 
of the Hong Kong General Chamber of Commerce you have conferred on 
me by confiding to my support an undertaking of such magnitude to the 
interests of China, and of China and foreign commerce. I shall endeavour 
to keep the subject before the Viceroy, and to explain it to the Governor, 
who, like the Viceroy, is a man of energy and favourable to progress. In 
like manter I shall bring the matter before the Superintendent of Customs 
in order to excite a general interest in Dr. Macgowan’s great undertaking.

DiscounT AND MortGaGes.—In consequence of the whisperings of 
the Kiatcha line, which has a most unenviable notoriety for speaking evil 
of everyone, buildings have been in more request than bills during the last 
few days, but the arrival of the mail has in some degree reassured the 
colony, and given hopes of more reasonable rates. 

Suanes.—These, especially bank, have been injuriously affected; and 
investors have improved the opportunity afforded by the haste of some. 
Insurances have fallen in consequence of the fire at Yokohama. Our 
local office, the Hong Kong, has discouraged risks beyond the colony, and 
has happily escaped.

CHINA AND JAPAN EXPORTS. 

Tg&A.—The business of the fortnight has been generally rather re- 
stricted, and the obstinacy of the teamen in some cases, in holding out 
for higher rates than any buyers would agree to, and in others the depressing 
effect of rumours threatening the credit of various houses, tended in the 
same direction to deaden the market. In some cases indeed the Kiachta 
telegrams had the effect of lowering prices, but the business done at most 
of the ports has been of an irregular character. 

Canton.—Until within the last few days the market continued quite 
inactive, when considerable settlements were made in common to good 
Canton Scented Teas as reported below. Country Congous: The 33 chops 
remain unsold and apparently unasked for, as the holders are still absurdly 
firm, there being yet fully 3 to 4 taels to be conceded on the part of tea- 
men ere intending buyers entertain ideas of operating. Several of the 
chops, however, are now getting into the hands of the Cantonese, owing 
to the heavy cash advances made by them to the country part-holders on 
account of their teas; as soon, therefore, as the Canton merchants obtain 
a fuller interest in the stock, settlements will be more likely to take place 
at reasonable rates. Country Greens.—Two chops comprising 630 pack- 
ages have been taken at the proportion prices of taels 89 and taels 41. 
No further arrivals have occurred, and present stock is therefore 3,170 
packages, for which holders continued very firm. Canton-made Teas.— 
Settlements daring the last few days have taken place to a con- 
siderable extent, but prices do not show avy decline on former quo- 
tations, anything common but clean in Canton scented kinds exceedingly 
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difficult to meet with. Some 8,000 boxes Scented Orange Pckoe, and 
7,500 boxes Scented Caper are reported settled for the fortnight, and 2.600 
boxes Gunpowder. In Canton packed Congoun nothing has been done. 
Sales, &c., are reported as fullows:—Country Cuongous, nune; Scented 
Orange Fekoe, 8,900 hoxes at tls. 21 to 29; Scented Caper, 7,500 boxes 
at tls.

This vessel, which has been built by Messrs. Henderson, Coulborn, and 
Co. at Renfrew for a Japanese firm, went down the Clyde on the 2/st inst. 
for trial of her machinery, which has been specially designed to unite the 
greatest simplicity and the largest possible amount of power from small 
consumption of fuel. : ; ; 

She is 626 tons gross register, with compound engines of 90-horse power 
nominal, with surface condensers, and guaranteed by her builders to steam 
an average speed of eight nautical miles on a consumption of four cwt. per 
hour, and over ten nautical miles on a consumption of six and a-half cwt. 


Pehe tial was specially held for the owners’ satisfaction, and che was 
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thoroughly tested to show what speed she would average on the guaranteed 
prvi A ; the result of the day’s trial showing that a speed of eight and 
a-half knots had been steadily maintained on the four cwt. consumption, 
the coal being the ordinary Scotch quality. The machinery worked very 
smoothly and entirely free of vibration, the whole of shad alae keeping 
perfectly cool. The pressure used on the trial was from 38 to 40 lbs., ang 
the vacuum obtained was 28} inches. Her boilers are of the ordinary tu- 
bular description. The model and finish of the ship are all that could be 
desired, and her deck and cabin arrangemeets are specially suited to Eastern 
trade. The time of her departure for Japan has not yet been finally de- 
cided on. 











HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT. ) 
RotTrerpaM, Jan. 22. 

The Second Chamber of the Statee-General will meet again on the 
5th of February, and proceed at once to business, in the first place to settle 
the definitive budgets. Amongst the new Bille to be Jaid before the mem- 
bers is that upon the re-organization of the national guards ( schutleryant). 
The Government proposes to present the commonalties with 5f. for every 
schutier, and to provide them with arms, the articles made of leather and 
belonging to their equipment, and with ammunition; the other expenses 
are to be paid by the commonalties. In time of peace three per cent., 
or 50,000 men, will be levied, and in time of war, or when the public 
order is threatened, this number will be doubled. 

The section report upon the Bill regulating the adjudication of waste 

ounds in India has been issued ; the majority applaud this liberal measure, 

t there exists a difference of opinion about the best manner by which the 
aim could be obtained. The following measures were proposed, Ist, by 
selling waste grounds; 2nd, to give them as ground rents; or 3rd, to let 
them. The general conviction, however, was that this matter should be 
organised, because it was highly necessary that the interest of the natives 
with regard to the grounds should be ascertained. In the beginning of 
this report the strange bebaviour of the actual Governor-General, Mr, Myer, 
was severely criticised, he having opposed this measure when it was pro- 
posed by the Minister Fransen van de Putte, while he proposed it himself 
when he was appointed Minister. 

A good deal of sensation has been created here by the article translated 
by the Nieuwe Rotterdamsche Courant from the Overland China Mail of 
the Ist of Dec. relating to the trial and conviction of kidnappers holding 
authority to “collect coolies,” issued by an agent (B. Lobecheid) of the 
Netherlands West India Immigration Company. According to a letter of 
of the board of that company, directed to the first-named paper, a 
severe examination about the facts mentioned by the China paper is 
ordered, as it seems that illegal deeds have been committed, but against 
the wishes of the agents of that company, and which they ignore com- 
pletely. One of the motives for the illegal acts seems to be the great 
difficulty in obtaining twenty-five women for every hundred coolies, who 
immigrate, and in consequence of the claims of that company our Go- 
vernment now considers whether this stipulation ought not to be removed, 
Henceforth, only coolies will be engaged freely and justly for the immi- 
gration to Surinam, where there is any difficulty for obtaining the number 
of women prescribed by the law. 

Our Government has adopted the new Commercial Code of Signals of 
France ; it will shortly come to this that ships only will be able to commu- 
nicate with other ships by means of this code. 

Mr. A. J. Swart, of Amsterdam, ex-president of the Court of Justice 
at Batavia, has been presented by a number of his friends with a magnifi- 
cent silver piece de milieu, provided with a proper iuscription. 

Miss Susanna Sablairolles, our principal tragedienne, died some days 
ago at the age of thirty-eight years. 

Mr. J. P. C. van Overstraten, governor of the Military Academy at 
Breda, has asked for his dismissal, which was granted to him with a pen- 
sion of 2,400f. Up to this time nothing is known officially about his suc- 
cessor, who perhaps will not be appointed before the plan for the reor- 
ganisation is fixed. 

A Mr. C. J. Picke, ex-Minister of Justice a pension was granted 
of 39If. 

A very severe snowstorm has visited our country. The snow lies nearly 
three feet deep, and in many places the roads, from drifting of the snow, 
are quite impassable. Locomotion was and is still very difficult. A biting 
east wind has since prevailed and a severe frost set in. The river naviga- 
tion is totally suspended, the river being full of ice; I need not add 
business has stopped. 


Notwithstanding the coldness of the weather we still suffer from the 
cattle plague to a moet alarming extent. In the last week ending on 
the 12th December 4,387 heads of cattle were attacked, against 4,988 and 
5,832 in both the previous weeks, 


As I wrote in my last letter, Mr. Hinsherg, ex-director of the Rotter- 
dam Bank, has published a pamphlet, in which he puts forth that the busi- 
ness did not go on £0 well as might be, owing to the bank having no 
director thoroughly acquainted with banking. At the meeting held yester- 
day the directors proposed that a special commission should be elected to 
investigate the affairs of the bank and the truth of Mr. Hinsberg’s asser- 
tions. This proposal was carried by a great majority, while the eommis- 
sioners (commissarissen) asserted that the bank was prospering. I am of 
opinion that the pamphiet named would very much interest your readers 
in India, as much of the vie intime of the bank and its branches in India 
is revealed in it. 

The prospectus for the new Lottery Loan, in behalf of the Crystal 
Palace at Ainsterdam, was issued some days ago. It states that 100,000 
shares of f.6.50 each will be issued, making a capital of 650,000f., which 
will be redeemed in 65 years with premiums, making together a capital of 
1,000,000f. The lists of subscriptions will be closed on the 24th jnst., 
and there is no doubt that a good result will be obtained.

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RUSSIA, GERMANY, &c. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 


HambBore, JAN. 13. 

The projected Austrian expedition to the Far East appears to be 
abandoned, or at all events postponed for this year till a time 
when the finances of the country are in a more satisfactory condition ; 
for though the Emperor and the Government—more especially the 
Minister for Commerce, Admiral Baron von Wullerstorf, who commanded 
the Novara expedition—are fully convinced of the important results that 
must accrue to the commercial interests of the empire from the realisation 
of the undertaking, it seems they all agree that it will cost too much money 
in the present low state of the exchequer. This has caused great disap- 
pointment, and the Chamber of Commerce at Trieste immediately passed 
a resolution unanimously to draw up a memorial on the subject showing 
the urgent necessity of sending out the expedition without loss of time and 
in anticipation of the opening of the new maritime thoroughfare to the 
east by the Suez canal. The memorial has been sent to the Minister of 
Commerce at Vienna, accompanied by a petition from the merchants to re- 
consider the subject and press its importance on the Council of Ministers. 

From the report received by the Academy of Sciences at St. Peters- 
burg, it would appear that the expedition sent to Siberia under the com- 
mand of Herr Schmidt to search for the frozen mammoth discovered in 
the ice of the Arctic Sea turns out to be little better than a failure, at 
least in a scientific point of view. It is true they have found the remains 
of the animal, but in a very dilapidated condition, and with scarcely any 
flesh remaining on the bones. The skull was in an injured state, most of 
the vertebree and ribs are imperfect, and some missing, as well as one of 
the hind legs. It affords no solution of the problem as to the habitat of the 
mammoth, as this specimen might just have well have travelled to the spot 
where it died from a distance and in any direction, or have been carned 
there when dead bya current of water or a floe of ice. The former report 
of Maximow, as communicated by Guljajew, appears therefore to be very 
incorrect. No new geological facts or specimens have been discovered, 
and the leader of the expedition feels great disappointment and dejection 
at his want of success. 

At St. Petersburg the new institution of local telegraphs bas been 
opened. There are sixteen stations in the different parts of the city and 
suburbs, where telegrams are received and forwarded not only to other 
local districts but through the Central Telegraph Office to all parts of the 
empire and foreign countries. The price charged for a local te 
not exceeding 20 words is 40 copecks, 60 copecks for 30 words, and so on 
rising 20 copecks for every additional ten words. 

Accounts from Siberia announce a fresh discovery of a bed of rich 
auriferous sand, this time quite by chance, on the banks of the Debak, the 
Darassuk, and the Djalmatchin, in the vicinity of Nertchinsk. 

According to an announcement published by the Russian Geographical 
Society, despatches have been received from Captain- Lieutenant ’ 
commanding the Russian steam corvette Warjag. stating that coals of 
good quality have been discovered in 63 deg. north latitude—exactly the 
parallel of St. Petersburg —on the Karmachatka side of Penschineky Bey, 
near the mouth of the River Padkatchernaya.

Public attention is now almost exclusively absorbed by the preparations 
fo: the general election of the members for the firat North German Parlia- 
ment, which is convened to meet at Berlin on the 15th of February, and 
the elections are appointed to take place on the 12:h of that month. The 
lists of electors—which in this case means every man of the age of twenty- 
tive, for the elective franchise is extended to universal suffrage—bave been 
mae up and are exhibited in the several electoral sub-districts, and the 
peop!e are ees invited to inspect them to see if their names are in- 
cluded and properly spelt. Though we had something of the sart acted 
here nearly tweaty years ago, when llamburg had to elect members for 
the revolutionary Parliament that met at Frankfort in 1848, yet itis a 
novel proceeding for the younger part of the community. To complete 
the liberality of the arrangements the voting will besecret. In the pre- 
sent infancy of Parliamentary life in Germany candidates are as yet 
shy of offering themselves prominently to the notice of the clectors, and 
thus itis ordered that each voter on his arrival at the polling othce shall 
be furnished with a blank slip of paper on which he is to write—presup- 
posing that he can write—as many names as there are to be members 
elected, which slip he is to fuld up and deposit it in the urn provided for 
the purpose. As the electoral law ordains there shall be one member for 
every 100,000 heads in the entire population and one extra if the surplus 
be more than 50,0U0 souls, and as the late census gives the total popula- 
tion of Hamburg with its suburbs and rural territory at 282,000, it follows 
that three members are to be returned for this city. But though, as I 
said above, candidates do not come forward themselves, committees and 
Associations are formed to promote the election of persons whom they 
cousider eligible for the honour of representing Hamburg at the Central 
Parliament. It is generally considered that the members should be per- 
sons of weight and capacity, able to explain the claims and wishes of this 
place iv connection with the re-construction of the Zollverein, and that 
the interests of Hamburg’s commerce, manufactures and shipping require 
for their further developmert and prosperity a position as a free port in 
the most extended signiGcation—like Trieste and Singapore. Four 
gentlemeu ate mentioned as ‘good and proper persons” to represent this 
city in Parliament; these are 1. Senator Kirchenpauer, at present 
deputed by the Senate to take part in the preliminary conferences 
at Berlin to draw up the draft of the new Federal constitution 
with Prussia and the other allies; 2 Dr. Soetbeer, the Secretary 
of the Board of Trade, a gentletaan of great practical knowledge 
and experience, and well known by bis numerous publications on 
Finance, commerce, and statistics; 3. Mr. Adoif Godeffroy, the 
chairman of the board of directors of the Hamburg-Ameri- 
can Steamship Company; and 4, Mr. Edgar Ross, the head of the emi- 
nent firm of Mesgrs. Ross, Vidal and Co., East India merchants. These 
nay be called the candidates of the Exchange, but the artisans and work- 
ing classes are taking measures to nominate men of their own body ; and 
] mus! confess that as the suffrage is universal, and they greatly out-oumber 
the educated clectors, they may become very dangerous competitors if 
they combine well together and do not lose their strength by splitting 
their votes on too many candidates. This causes some alarm in the 
camp of the upper classes of society. 

In the adjoining town of Altona, which with its rural population forms 
an electoral district, a large and influential part of the commercial com- 
munity has resolved to put in nomination Mr. William Pustau, the China 
merchant of that place, as be is considered not only a proper person to 
represent that constituency in Parliament from his extensive knowledge 
and experience of commercial affairs, but has shown on varivus occasions 
considerable tact and judgment in politics. Moreover, there is but little 
doubt that he would be a persona grata at Berlin, as at an early period 
he showed that he comprebended the mission of Prussia in Scbleswig- 
Holstein by signing the so-called address of the seventeen notabilities of 
the duchy. What tends to. strengthen Mr. Pustau’s chance of success at 
the coming election is that Mr. Th. Reincke, the ouly other candidate 
with hopes ef being elected, declines the houour of beiug put in nomina- 
tion. It is even stated that the lauer geatlewan recommends bis personal 
and political friends to-aupport Mr. Pustau with their vate and interest, but 
I cannot vouch for the truth af the statement. 

The new Japanese Embassy bas arrived at Berlin, last from Paris, en 
route to St. Petersburg, where it appears they have instructions to nego- 
tiate a new treaty of commerce and to make some rectification of the 
frontier between the two countries. By the treaty of January 26, 1855, 
the lsland of Saghalien or Krafto was to remain neutral territory ; but as 
since then by the treaty of Peking in 1860 China has ceded the long strip 
vf land south of the Amoor, wiih six bundred miles of coust line opposite 
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Saghalien and ¥esa0, the Russians find it very inconvenient to have a trac 
of country so near—and in some parts even within sight—not under their 
absolute control. The principal members of the embassy have called on the 
Russian Ambassador at Berlin, by whom they were received with marked 
courtesy and cordiality. They are ail dressed in European winter costume, 
and proceed in a few days to the northern capital by railway. 

The weather is very severe. Deep snow covers the yround, and the 
Elbe is choked up with floating ice which drives up and down with the tide, 
preventing all navigation. ‘The steamers now only come up as far as 
Gluckstadt, and goods and passengers are forwarded by railway. Above 
this city and beyond the tidal influence the Elbe is crossed on sledges. 
The arrival of the mails is very irregular, and we are often two or three 
days without letters from England.

FRANCE. 

The Gazette du Midi contains the following letter from Toulon :— 

“ Vice- Admiral Roze, seing that the Korean diplomatists were trying 
to spin out the negotiations until the river of egos should be closed 
by the ice, weighed anchor and brought his squadron into the Chinese 
ports safely. Several little things had been observed which showed there 
was no time to lose if a disaster were to be escaped. The flower of the 
Korean army had come against the French forces, and in an attack a 
a fortified pagoda it was perceived that the enemy fought well, and repulsed 
the assault with so much vigour that the French began to think better oft, 
or they were cbliged to retire with several officers and a considerable 
number of sailors wounded. Among the former were MM. Chabannes 
and de Lassale, sub-lieutenants. Cochin China is now plunged into a war 
which is one of conquest, and the end of which no one can foresee. Colonel 
Alegron, who left Saigon on the Ist December with 700 European troops 
and 1.200 Annamite auxiliaries, received orders to act against the insurgent 
chief Poulo-Cambo to the utmost, in order to dislodge him from the left 
bank of the Cambogia and drive him into Laos. Two hundred and fifty 
waggons accompany the expedition, with stores and provisions of all kinds. — 
During the absence of Colonel Alegron the Governor-General has been 
organising all the military forces of the country with the object of invading 
the eastera provinces, which are considered as the permanent focus of the 
insurrection and of the intrigues which are ruining thecountry. Preparations 
are in progress, it is said, to send reinforcements to Cochin China as a pre- 
cautionary measure ; the steam frigates Gomer and Eldorado are mentioned 
as having to take 100 naval artillerymen and a regiment of infaotry from 
Toulon; and by way of Suez these are to be sent to their destination.”

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' On the transfer, in March next, of Singapore and the Straits Settle- 
menis from the Indian te the Imperial Government, the troops to be 
stationed there will consist of head-quarters and one wing of a European 
regiment,.eight companies Ceylon Rifles, (“wo to be detached to Labuan) 
and two batteries Royal Artillery. The Ceylon garrison will at the 
same time. be altered to ove Europenn regiment, the wing of a second 
European regiment, head-quarters and six companies Ceylon Rifles, uro 
batteries Royal Artillery, and a company of Gun Lascars. The militany 
command of the Straits is to be attached to that of Ceylon, and the whole 
will be under Major-General Studholme Hodgson, now Commander of 
the Forces in Ceylon. 

The Burrosa, 20, screw corvette, Capt. Henry Boys, arrived. as 
Spithead on the 9th inst. from service in the China seas, and 
on anchoring. exchanged salutes with the flagship of the Naval 
Commander-in-Chief and Port-Admiral, the Victory. The Barros 
brought howe. a number of naval invalids, who were landed by the 
Port Admiral’s steam tender Sprightly, Commander Allen. Orders 
were received by Capt. Boys soon after arrival to proceed with his 
ship round to Sheerness, where she will be dismantled and id 
out of commission. The Barrosa sailed from Yokohama on the 6th of 
September, 1866, arrived at Nagasaki on the 10th, sailed on the LIth, 
and arrived at Hong Kong on the 17th, sailed on the 23rd, and arrived at 
Singapore on the 3rd of October; sailed on the 6th, and arrived at the 
Maurilius on the 27th; sailed on the same day, and arrived at the C 
of Good Hope on the 16th of November; sailed on the 17th, and arrived 
at St. Helena on the 26th; sailed on the 27th, and called in at Ascension 
on the 3rd of December. She experienced tine weather generally until 
she arrived off the Western Islands. She then fell in with heavy north- 
easterly gales,.which continued until in the. Channel she met with strong 
south-westerly winds. :

The following is from the Army and Navy Gazette :— 

It appears that the 59th Regiment, now at the head of the list for foreign 
service, is to be sent to Ceylon and not to India, for which—from the fact 
of its being one of the only two battalions similarly placed that did not 
last return from that country—it was apparently destined. The following 
are now likely to be the five India reliefe:—2nd battalion 25th, from 
Ceylon, to be replaced by the 59th ; 2nd battalion 60th Rifles, lst battalion 
6th, 92nd, and 85th, from Ireland. The 75th will also, in all probability, 
leave Ireland for the Mediterranean in the course of the summer. This 
arrangement is rather hard on the 85th and 92nd, which will have been 
home only about four years, the former having landed from the Cape in 
June, 1863, and the latter in the previous month. It has also the effect 
of A sry regiments that came home in 1864 and 1865, which, according to 
ordinary rule should not embark till 1869 and 1870, very much on towards 
a resumption of foreign service. Thus, in 1868, the 3Ist, which returned 
from China in November, 1863, and the Ist battalion 13th, Ist battalions 
14th, 69th, 74th, 62nd, and Ist battalion 21st Fusiliers will probably have to 
embark after having been but a few months over four years athome. In 
act four years and not five will become the rule. If we take into con- 
fideration the time that some of the regiments in India will now have 
pent on foreign service, the theory that each battaion! gets about five 
syears at home for ten abroad becomes true only in rare and exceptional 
cases, Thus the 27th, 35th, 46th, 91st, and others, will have been out 
for fourteen ; the 7th, 19th, 79th, and 88th, for fifteen; and the 38th and 
the 3rd battalions of the 60th and Rifle Brigade probably for sixteen years 
before they again see England. This is a greaterinstance of expatriation 
than even that which the Recruiting Commissioners condemned. It may 
be said that this cannot be helped, that we have not battalions enough for 
Our wants, and that the authorities can do no more in the matter. We venture 
£0 differ from this opinion, and on another occasion we shall probably give 
our reasons, 

The Royal Alfred, 18, armour plated steam-ship, was commissioned at 
Portsmouth by Captain F. A. Herbert, as flag-ship for Vice- Admiral Sir 
R. Mundy to relieve the Duncan, flagship of Vice-Acmiral Sir James 
Hope, G.C. B., Commander-in-Chief of Her Majesty's ships in North 
American and the West Indian waters. The Admiral hoisted his flag 
(pro tem.) on board the Duke of Wellington, Captain Fellowes, under the 
customary salute from the Victory, Captain the Hon. F. Egerton, flagship 
of the Commander-in-Chief, Admiral Sir T. C. Pasley, which was duly 
acknowledged from the Duke of Wellington. The Royal Alfred will 
have some alterations made in her internal fittings, and a stern gallery 
affixed, before she will be ready to leave for her station. 

The Urgent, troopship, Capt, S. Anderson, went out of Portsmouth 
harbour for a trial of speed at the measured mile in Stokes Bay, under 
the charge of the officials of the Steam Reserve and dockyard, but the 
weather proving unfavourable she returned to the harbour and was swung 
to ascertain the deviation of her compasses. The machinery was in good 
order and worked weil, and it is supposed the trial will be dispensed with, 
28 she is appointed to leave about the 25th for China, with a number of 
naval officers and supernumerary seamen. 

Vice-Admiral Sir George Rodney Mundy, K.C. B., was gazetted Com- 
mander-in-Chief of the North American and West Indian station, vice 
Admiral Sir James Hope, G.C.B., whose period of service has expired. 


An order was received at Chatham garrison directing Lieutenant H. P. 
Lee, Royal Engineers, to be held in readiness to embark for China. 
Lieutenant H. R. G. Georges, Lieutenant A. Audry, and Lieutenant 
W. B. Hurst, Royal Engineers, have been struck off the strength at head- 

arters, previously to embarking for foreign service. A detachment of 
the Royal Engineers has been placed under orders to embark for Malta, 
for service at that station. 

The Hong Kong Corps which we have already noticed as about to be 
formed and composed of natives of China, Ceylon, and Malays, will be 
officered from Ceylon, and subalterns will rank as lieutenants. The cost 
of this service will be included in the next estimates. — 

A large number of hands have been put on the flagship of Vice-Admi- 
ral Sir Deny Keppel, K.C.B., the Rodney, now fitting for China. Ad- 
ditional cabin and office accommodation for a flag officer’s retinue is being 
fitted on board, and various improvements in her internal fitments are being 
carried out. The Rodney is complete in her fitments aloft, and there is 
comparatively little remaining to be done inboard before she is out of hand. 
As soon as she has been put out of the basin, and is ready to receive her 
guns on board, her armament will be forwarded to her from the War 
Department stores, Chatham. Captain Hensage has been appointed flag 
captain. 

The supernumeraries per troopship Urgent, noticed in our last, consist 
of the following: —J5 lieutenants, 1 master, 4 second masters, 6 assistant 
surgeons, 28 engineers, 10 warrant officers, 500 men, and | captain’s cook. 
The vessel is to leave this day for Hong Kong. 


Capt. the Duke of Edinburgh, K.G., arrived on the 23rd, at Moors- 
dread’s Royal Hotel, Devonport, and visited Port Admiral Sir William P. 
Martin, K.C.B., at Mount Wise, and then went to the office of Admiral 
Superintendent the Hon. James R. Drummond, C.B., in Devonport 
dockyard, after which his Royal Highness hoisted his flag on board the 
acrew steam frigate Galatea, 36, which is to have a complement of 515 
officers and men. The First Lieutenant of the Duke’s previous ship, the 
Racoon, Hugh Campbell, is appointed Commander of the Galatea, and 
several other officers belonging to the corvette will also join the frigate. 
A detachment of the Royal Marines Light Infantry, consisting of one 
sergeant, one corporal, one drummer, and 51 privates, of the Chatham 
division of Royal Marines Light Infantry, under the command of Capt. 
R. F. Tayler, will leave head-quarters, and proceed to Devonport, for 
service on board the Galatea. 

The Colonelcy of the 64th Regiment is vacant by the death on the 
49th inst. of General Sir James Freeth, K.C.B., K.H., at the age of 81. 

The navy eatimates, as was generally expected, will largely exceed 
those of last year. The project for the augmentation of the navy involves 
the building of no fewer than 49 men-of-war, of rates varying from the 
Giretaclass ironclad to the comparatively tiny gunboat. It appears that 
Great Britain bas a relative superiority in third-class men-of-war, but 
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more of the smaller kind of vessels are still wanted. The Admiralty plan 
is for constructing seven second-class ships, and ample provision is made 
for smaller ships. _It is stated that the English navy at this moment is 
only slightly superior to the French navy, and absolutely inferior to the 
combined navy of almost any two naval Powers. 

The Coquette, 4, screw gun vessel, Commander the Hon. G. R. Roe, 
was paid out of commission at Portsmouth, under the superintendence of 
Capt. F. Egerton, C.B., A.D.C. to the Queen, of Her Majesty's ship 
Victory, after dismantling, on return to England from foreign service. 
Joseph Eades, chief boatswain'’s mate, was awarded the silver medal given 
by the Admiralty for long service and good conduct. Only one officer 
and nineteen men have returned to England in the Coquette out of her 
original crew. She was commissioned at Portsmouth in April, 1862, b 
Commander Alexander, who retained the command of her until proiaaied 
to the Euryalus in August, 1863, when he was relieved by Commander 
Roe, who has paid her out of commission. The Coquette took an active 
part in the actions of Kagosima and Simonosaki. Since the conclusion 
of the war she has been chiefly stationed in the Straits of Malacca. 


THE P. AND O. COMPANY. 


(To the Editor of The London and China Telegraph. ) 


Sr1z,—After the recent boasting on the part of the Peninsular and Orien- 
tal Company of the marvellous services which they render to the Govern- 
ment and public, would you kindly lend a little of your valuable space to 
acquaint your readers with the other side of the question ? 

By one of the company’s telegrams which appeared in the morning 
journals of 17th inst., those interested in the arrival of the mails were in 
formed that the next mail due from Calcutta and China had arrived at 
Suez on the 13th inst. (four days early); but by to-day's papers we learn 
that the journey was not resumed from ‘Alexandria till the 2st, so that 
the chance of answering letters by the outward mail of 26th is frustrated. 
Merchants are kept two days beyond the extreme contract time allowed for 
the voyage for their advices and remittances, while the unfortunate passen- 
gers suffer eight days’ delay in Egypt, which to all isa great inconvenience, 
and to some a very serious consideration in the exorbitant hotel expenses 
thus inflicted upon them. 

Of course as the time approaches when the present contract with the 
Government will expire the company will take good care to perform its 
duties more satisfactorily, but in the meantime, with such successful com- 
peutic as they are now meetiny with in the French mail service, I should 

ave thought the P. and O. directors would have found it to their interest 
o be more accommodating to their mercantile customers. 

Two steamers in reserve at Alexandria (or even only one for the Mar- 
seilles quick route) would prevent a recurrence of the present evil, and . 
enable the company to give the public the benefit of an early arrival at 
Suez, when their steamers do manage to exceed the speed stipulated for 
in their mail contract, and then the directors could proceed more leisurely 
to replace their unsuitable and worn-out ships on the more distant 
stations.—I am, Sir, your obedient servant, MERCATOR.

WRECK OF THE “ TayMouTH CASsTLE”, For SINGAPORE. — Tele 
were received in this town (says the Liverpool Journal of Corman). wie 
nouncing the loss of the Taymouth Castle, belonging to Messrs. Skinner 
and Co., of Glasgow, together with her commander and crew. The Tay- 
mouth Castle was a composite vessel built by Messrs. McConnell, of Green- 
ock, in 1865. Her register was 627 tons, and she was a very fine ship. 
At the time of her loss she was under the command of Captain Miller, and 
was manned by a crew of nineteen men. She sailed from the Clyde on 
the 5th of January, and appears te have experienced the full force of the 
recent hurricane iu the Channel, and to have ultimately become a total 
wreck at Torr Point, ‘on the coast of Antrim. Heavy insurances were 
effected in London, Liverpool, and Glasyow, and the underwriters have 
sustained a very heavy loss. The cargoofthe Zaymouth Castle consisted 
of —beer, value £451 cotton thread, £674; earthenware, £511; galva- 
nised sheet iron, £220; 647,202 yards plain cotton, £11,499; whiting, 
£5; yellow metal sheathing, £1,006; cotton and wool (manufactured), 
£45; saddlery, £110; 72,040 yards coloured cloths, £14,151; 165,185 
Iba. cotton yarn, £17,225 ; 5,240 yards plain linen, £164: cambric, £180; 
rice bowls, £234; damask, £30; bar iron, £480; nailrod iron, £740; 
hoop iron, £105; umbrellas, £25; stationery, £81; linen collars, £20; 
woollen cloth, £156; twine, £80; nails, £61; and copper, £856. The 
ship was valued at about £12,000, and her fittings and stores were also 
worth a considerable amount. The loss at present stands between £60,000 
and £70,000, which may be reduced by salvage.

THE HONG KONG MINT. 

An echo from afar reaches us to the cry now so frequently 
resounding in our own streets—“ We've got no work to do-o-o !” 
The officials of the Hong Kong Mint seem to be in the same 
predicament as the distressed agriculturists here, though from a 
different cause. They are vot exactly “frozen out,” but never- 
theless their occupation is gone ; they have used up all the 
bullion sent in for coinage or recoinage, and, like Oliver, are 
“asking for more,” but don’t seem to get it “The sentry 
“walks his lonely round” guarding vaults tenanted only by 
rats, and innocent of filthy lucre either in the raw material 
stage of sycee or in finished coin; and the Master and his 
deputies daily go through the form of supervising work that 
consists in diligently doing nothing—or at best in keeping the 
Mint machinery clean and ready for use againat a contingent 
influx of the coveted metal. In sober truth, this is a lament- 
able state of things, and is likely if of long continuance to be 
fraught with very serious consequences. In the first place it 
must have a disheartening and even demoralising effect on the 
personnel of the establishment. Of all places in the world 
there are few worse than Hong Kong for any one whose ener- 
gies are not braced up by the wholesome stimulant of a regular 
and necessary occupation ; an idle, purposeless life in such a 
climate is as detrimental to the physical as it is to the moral 
welfare, and is too often the finger-post that points the road to 
the so-called “ Happy Valley.” Put apart from its ill effects on 
the internal economy of the Mint, this lethargic condition of the 
establishment threatens to derange the entire financial condition 
of the colony. As a separate department, expected not only to 
defray its own expenses but to contribute a handsome annual 
surplus to the revenue, it has proved, so far, an entire failure ; 
and as a consequence has rendered necessary the imposition of 
a tax which, although undoubtedly justifiable, is nevertheless 
obnoxious to a large section of the population. To the discon- 
tent arising from this cause may, we presume, be attributed 
the ominous rumours already in circulation as to the probable 
abandonment of the whole scheme. 

Is there no remedy for this? As we have already pointed 
out, the case looks much worse than it really is, owing to the 
cost of the building, plant, and machinery, amounting to nearly 
$400,000, having been paid in so short a time out of the annual 
revenue of the colony, instead of being spread over a term of 
years by means of a loan ; and the establishment—undoubtedly 
a good one of its kind—baving been so paid for, surely a hasty 
abandonment of it without a patient trial would be a false step, 
and one which we trust the good sense of the colonists will not 
allow, even should its maintenance continue, for the present, 
to entail a small loss to the revenue. A large loss we do not 
believe possible, for we have the best grounds for stating that, so 
long as even a Single press is kept steadily at work on 10-cent 
and 20-cent pieces it will be sufficient to defray all eXxpenues ; 
and whatever difficulty and delay there may be in getting the 
dollar into circulation, the utility and popularity of this smaller 
coinage are beyond doubt or dispute. Singapore, too, is eagerly 
demanding a local small coinage, which could easily be supplied 
by the Hong Kong Mint, to the advantage of both sides; and 
before long we may reasunably expect exchange to take a 
different course, resulting in a renewal of the export of bullion 
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to the = eaeae an COERELPERDENEE, ac, ane aol DG Ges se and this must also throw work into the Mint, 
With these prospects we must decline even now to consider the 
failure of the Mint as irretrievable, and counsel the Governor 
to take no hasty step, but wait patiently for better times. In 
this we are supported by the opinion of persons largely inter- 
ested in the trade. 

KOREA. 

EvIDENcE in support of the accounts published by us relative 
to the proceedings of Admiral Roze in Korea arrives bit by 
bit from French sources. One of the officers of the expedition 
wrote to the Vigie de Cherbourg on the 18th November in the 
following terms :—“ We are leaving Korea for Japan. We 
depart this very day. The expedition now fivished has cost 
us dearly enough. On the 26th of October we had three men 
killed and five wounded. On the 9th of November, in another 
affair, we had thirty-eight wounded, most of them seriously, 
including five officers. The Admiral showed great hardihood in 
throwing himself with a handful of men into a country with 
twelve millions of inhabitants ; but he wisely retired when he 
knew more of his position. Besides, he had completely fulfilled 
the object in view. We have destroyed a large fortified place, 
razed one of the King palaces, and burnt an immense quantity 
ofarms, ammunition, and stores of all kinds. This isa blow 
from which the Korean Government will not recover in a mo- 
ment. Do not suppose from the number of our wounded that 
we were beaten ; on the contrary, during a month we had 
nothing but success. In no case did the natives assume the 
offensive ; they remained behind their walls, and it was only 
when we went forward to dislodye them that we suffered our 
losses. You understand that no valour can make up for 
numbers when the disproportion is too great. It would have 
been foolhardy to have remained there longer with the small 
force we possessed, but this affair will remain one of the most 
interesting acts of war, and will reflect great honour on the. 
Admiral and all concerned in. it. We are going to Yokohama, 
where we shall probably remain until the end of the cam- 
paigon. We all desire this, for it is the most agreeable 
manner of finishing what we have to do.’ We confess 
we do not understand the last sentence, unless it means 
that the officers of the expedition have had quite as muck 
as they desire of the Koreans. The correspondent of the Vtgie 
naturally enough does not call the retreat a defeat ; but we can- 
not overlook the fact, admitted by the French authorities them- 
selves, that the Koreans managed so well that Admiral Rose 
found it necessary to leave before receiving the satisfaction he 
had demanded. We feel assured that the Koreans will construe 
this into a brilliant victory, and we feel also that it would have 
been better, as matters have turned out, for European prestige 
if Admiral Roze had done either less or more. The only thing 
he has acccomplished, as it seems to us, is having learned a little 
more about the Koreans than we Europeans knew before ; but 
in doing this he has helped them to a false estimate of their 
comparative power, and it will require a considerable effort to 
show them their error. The Monifeur speaks of the affair as 
glorious, but there is no echo; the most devoted journals are 
silent, while others cry out in doleful terms—“ Another distant 
expedition ! 1” 


THE SHANGHAI MIXED COURT. 


We have watched with considerable interest the formation 
and progress of the Court whose title heads this article, but we 
have hitherto abstained from commenting on its functions, prefer- 
ring rather to ascertain its working before bringing it promi- 
nently under the notice of our readers. To many of the latter 
the very name of the “ Mixed Court” is probably still unfamiliar, 
and we may therefore be excused for briefly stating that in the 
conjoined English and American settlements at Shanghai a 
tribunal has recently been established, before which all police 
cases occurring in the foreign quarter wherein natives appear as 
prisoners and all civil cases brought by foreignersagainst Chinese 
or against unrepresented Europeans are tried and adjudicated 
upon. In order the better to estimate the benefit of this measure 
we must advert to the course of judicial procedure in civil and 
criminal cases wherein Chinese were the defendants or accused 
parties previous to the opening of the Mixed Court. The treaty 
provides that a British subject having reason to complain of a 
Chinese must proceed to the consulate and state his grievance. 
Failing an amicable settlement, the Chinese authorities are to 
be requested to investigate the case in conjunction with the 
Consul, and thus an equitable decision isto be arrived at. But. 
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in practice this was found to work badly, for as no penalty 
could be inflicted upon natives save by their own officials, 
bribery was invariably set to work, while whenever manifestly 
partial verdicts were not given, the course of justice was so 
sedulously encumbered with forms, appeals, counter-appeals, 
and all the machinery of law courts that the fureign plaintiff 
generally lost. patience and never obtained satisfaction. Thus 
it was in civil suits. In criminal cases the same thing occurred. 
A prisoner was brought before the Vice-Consul and by him was 
transmitted to the chief magistrate with a request that, as his 
guilt was fully proved, he should receive so many weeks’ impri- 
sonment or so many blows of the bamboo. Friends were, how- 
ever, frequently forthcoming whose united representations 
backed by something more tangible sufficed to obtain an 
acquittal, and the butler who had robbed his master or the 
compradore who had cheated him was in the majority of cases 
to be geen clothed sumptuously and promenading the bund 
some hours after he ha been carried forcibly into the city asa 
convicted felon. Of course pressure was occasionally brought 
to bear upon the local Mandarins, and in isolated instances 
even wealthy criminals obtained their deserts ; but the rule 
remained as we have stated it, justice being in China, as our 
readers are perhaps aware, ap article which bears a readily as- 
certainable market value. 

It was, we believe, with Mr. Srwarp, the active and 
energetic United States Consul-General, that the idea of a 
mixed commission for the trial of cases wherein foreign in- 
terests were involved first originated. The suggestion was 
at once adopted by the Hon. Sir Freprrick Bruog and the 
Hon. Anson Bur.ingaMe, then Ministers at Peking for England 
apd the United States respectively. Mr. Sgwarp visited 
Peking for the purpose of bringing the subject more fully under 
the cognisance of the foreign representatives, and returned with 
draft rules and regulations for the guidance of the new Court. 
Sir Harney Parkes was at the time English Consul at Shang- 
hai, and the scheme met with his hearty co-operation. 
Thus backed by foreign influence the assent of the Chinese 
officials was readily obtained, and the Court was fairly called 
into existence. <A wet yuan named CHEN was appointed by 
the Taotai to act as Chinese judge, and Mr. ALaBaster, inter- 
preter to the English Consulate, and Mr. Jamrgson, interpreter 
to the} American Consulate-General, were called to sit as 
assessors or co-judges, their duties being nominally confined 
to watching the progress of such cases as involved forcign 
interests. Messrs. ALABASTER and JaMIEson had obtained a 
certain local reputation for their acquaintance with the Chinese 
language and customs, and hence the foreign element in the 
Court was almost exclusively represented by them. Provision 
had been made for the presence of a member of the Municipal 
Council or of an officer deputed by that body at all sittings of 
the Court, but this privilege was we believo rarely if ever 
claimed. The Counzil probably considered that the Mixed 
Court should have been placed more directly under its surveil- 
lance, and as the consular element largely preponderated, it 
held aloof from the proceedings. The plan, however, worked 
remarkably well, criminals being no longer sent into the city 
with the chance of escapiug the consequences of their faults, 
but being, where the nature of the offence admitted, compelled 
to work on the roads, break stones and assist in the carrying 
out of the necessary public works within the settlement. 

As may easily be conceived the functions of the assessors were 
not confined to the merely passive duties first assigned to them. 
They were compelled by force of circumstances to join in 
consultation with the native magistrate, and thus, to the 
advantage of all parties, and certainly to the advancement of 
justice, they shared in every decision promulgated by the 
Court. After a short time the jurisdiction which had for a 
few months ex‘ended to criminal charges only was enlarged to 
embrace civil cases, and an claborate code of regulations was 
drawn up and published in English and Chinese. We have 
been favoured with a copy of this code, which comprises fifteen 
rules, but may be summarised as follows. The constitution of 
the Court is detailed and provision made for a record in 
English and Chinese of its proceedings. Its criminal jurisdic- 
tion extends to natives and unrepresented foreignerscharged with 
the commission within the foreign quarter of such an offence as 
would be adequately punished by (in the case of Chinese) im- 
prisonment with or without hard labour for one hundred days or 
less, one hundred blows with the light bamboo, or a fine not 
exceeding one hundred dollars, and by (in the case of foreigners) 
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leas, or a fine not exceeding two hundred dollars. Charges of 
greater magnitude are to be submitted to the Taotai, who will, 
as the case may demand, request the assistance of foreign 
consular officers. Civil suits brought by foreigners against 
Chinese or against non-treaty Europeans are in like manner to 
bo decided subject to appeal to the Taotai whenever the sum in 
dispute exceeds one hundred dollars. From the Taotai’s Court 
an appeal lies to the Board of Foreign Affairs at Peking when- 
ever the consular assessors disagree with the chief magistrate’s 
finding, all proceedings being in the meanwhile stayed. The 
decisions of the Court in civil cases may be enforced by warrant 
of distress, or imprisonment issued by the Taotai with the 
consent of the foreign Consul interested, and executed by the 
Municipal Council. So far it will be seen that the organisation 
of the Court is all that could be desired. Complaints are still, 
however, made regarding the immunity of prisoners sentenced 
to terms of imprisonment or to castigation, for as yet such 
offenders are handed over to the native officials, who are ever 
ready to sacrifice the ends of justice for a slight pecuniary 
consideration. An attempt should therefore be made to obtain 
@ gaol within which all the sentences of the Court should be 
carried out, thus destroying the only remaining element of. 
uncertainty in the administration of the law such as it exists. ~ 

We have thus given a succinct account of the rise and pro 
gress of the Mixed Court. Its usefulness may best be esti~ 
mated from the subjoined figures. During the year 1865 the 
number of prisoners brought before it amounted to 2,931, 
whereof 1,970 were convicted. Of these latter 416 were warned 
and dismissed, 635 were flogged, 143 cangued, 311 fined, 458 
imprisoned, and seven deported. The offences ranged through 
every degree of crime, from murder and piracy to trivial breaches 
of municipal rules. But the most satisfactory proof of the 
usefulness of the court lies in the statement made by the Watch 
Committee of the Shanghai Municipal Council for 1865 and 
1866, to the effect that crime has materially decreased, and 
burglary with violence is now almost unknown. The certainty 
of punishment has thus had a most beneficial effect in the 
suppression of crime, whether of a serious character or such as 
proceeds rather from the strangeness of the foreign municipal 
regulations to which native residents find themselves compelled 
to conform. We would suggest that, in conjunction with the 
present duties of the Court, the settlement of those questions 
which frequently arise between the customs and individuals 
should be submitted to the same mixed commission. At 
present claims made by foreigners against the customs are 
either settled summarily in a manner invariably unsatisfactory 
to the claimant, or are forwarded to Peking there to await deci- 
sion at the end of a variable period depending on the amount 
of work or recreation which the authorities there have to get 
through. Similarly claims against individuals could with 
greater advantage be settled upon the spot without the alterna- 
tive of appeal except where very large sums are involved. It 
has frequently happened that serious loss has accrued to foreign 
merchants in consequence of an embargo laid {upon steamers 
pending the decision of the Peking Board, and it would thus 
prove of benefit to all were the settlement of such questions 
left (except in rare instances) to a local tribunal. 

THE NEW GOVERNOR OF THE STRAITS. 

The departure of Colonel Harry St. George Ord, C.B., the 
newly-appointed Governor of the Straits Settlements, for the 
seat of his future jurisdiction is fixed, as we have already 
announced, for the 10th proximo. In pursuance of our usual 
custom of giving the antecedents of any official nominated to a 
post of such importance as this, we have obtained some infor- 
mation from Bermuda, the colony lately under Colonel Ord’s 
government, regarding the relations which subsisted between 
himself and the colonists. The evidence before us seems to 
show that his rule there, though firm, was distinguished by 
wisdom and ability, and that his removal has been a source of 
sincere and unaffected regret to all classes. Colonel Ord’s 
career has hitherto been confined almost exclusively to the 
West Indies and the coast of Africa, a field in which there is 
much hard work to be done, and comparatively little credit to 
be gained. His employment by Her Majesty’s Government on 
special missions to the Courts of Paris and the Hague to assist 
our Ministers at those Courts in carrying out negotiations re- 
specting the French and Dutch possessions in Africa may, 
however, be taken as some guarantee of his administrative 
abilities, and the following passages from a numerously signed 


imprizonment with or without hard labour for sixty days or | farewell address, presented to Colonel Ord, on the eve of his 
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departure, testify to the hearty good feeling which existed towards 
him in Bermuda :-— 

“ Bermuda has found in you a governor of singular energy and ability, 
and of most unusual freedom from the fetters of form and prejudice ; and 
under your administration these islands have undoubtedly worn an unusual! 
parva activity and progress. How much the colony owes to your Ex-

George, contains this flattering paragraph: ‘Accessible, frank, courteous, 
and patient of hearing to every cne who sought an interview, your Ex- 
oellency has succeeded in establishing among us the character of a true 
friend to all, and while we think that the same noble qualities which have 
won the respect and esteem of this colony will be eminently appreciated 
in your new government, we cannot but regret that they are thus early 
lost to ourselves. In short, as long as talent, decision and forethought, a 
manly frankness which invites confidence, and a cheerfulness which no 

ition can impair, continue to be qualities which secure admiration, 
80 jong will your Excellency’s administration be remembered among us 
as a bright era in the history of the colony." Each address concludes 
with a warm tribute of respect to Mrs. Ord. 

The same sentiments are freely expressed in the public journals, as the 
following extract from a leading article in the Bermuda Chronicle of 
Nov. 21, 1866, will show :—‘ Considering that Governor Ord’s adminis- 
tration has lasted considerably under six years, and that upwards of twelve 
months of that time were spent by him away from the colony, principally 
in the execution of an important mission entrusted to his talents and 
energy on the coast of Africa, it is matter of interesting inquiry how 

uring so comparatively brief and interrupted an administration be has 
succeeded in securing so large an amount of the respect and esteem—not 
to use even a warmer word—of the inhabitants of these islands? We be- 
lieve the secret will be found in the following circumstances. Governor 
Qrd was, and is, essentially a man of progress. Possessed of no ordinary 
amount of talent and forethought energetic, active, fearless, and self-re- 
liant, he was not long in mastering, not only the broad features but the 
miniature details of our regime here, and tosuch a mind, grasping the facts 
of the case was the same as at once devising in conception and carrying 
out in action plans for amelioration. For the rest, but one feeling pre- 
vails everywhere—a feeling of honest deeply felt regret at our loss, 
coupled with the hearticst wishes for the success of hia future. No Go- 
vernor the colony has ever had will be more miased than Colonel Ord. 
We may be permitted to add a few words for his estimable lady. Adminis- 
tering the hospitalities of Goverggpent House with a kindly grace which left 
nothing to be desired Mrs. Ord distinguished herself rather by the silent 
unobserved exercise of those highest of all qualities, active charity and 
benevolence among the sick and needy.” 





Admiral Keppel will most probably leave for China by the 
mail of 20 26th February. He will in this case possibly meet 
Admiral King at Singapore, and there assume command of the 
station. No gunboat has yet been despatched for Hong Kong 
to be attached especially to the colony, several causes—the chief 
among them being the present unsettled state of the Hong Kong 
finances—having prevented the immediate carrying out of the 
plan arranged by Sir Richard MacDonnell before his departure 
We are glad to observe however that a number of twin-screw 
gunboats of 150-horse power are ordered to be built imme- 
diately to strengthen the China squadron, and these from their 
improved construction will doubtless prove more efficient than 
the old class of gunboats in suppressing piracy. Indeed, it is 
high time that these old vessels were disposed of ; they have 
all done good service, and are now entirely worn out and ineffi- 
cient. They should be sold on the spot for whatever they will 
fetch, and not sent home to rot in the dockyards here. Let the 
new Admiral have a good fleet at his command, and he will do 
his work well. 


WE understand that the appointments for the Straits Go- 
vernment under the Colonial-office are being filled up rapidly.

the departments. In the meantime we may mention that 
Major Anson, formerly at Mauritius, has been appointed Lieut.- 
Governor at Penang. Cvlonel Ord, who proceeds by the next 
mail to Singapore, has been working hard at the various points 
requiring immediate attention, and we understand that he at 
once advised what we have long advocated, viz., a dollar ani 
cent. currency. This will of course involve a new set of dies 
for local stamps and postage stamps, which will be prepared. 
There is one small anomaly connected with postage, which 
we trust will not be perpetuated by the new Government, end 
that is, that a letterof over loz. to Singapore is charged 5s. 4d., 
while to Hong Kong it isonly 4s. This has probably escaped 
attention, but is an anomaly which should uot longer exist. 


DEPARTURE OF THE First SrmaMER FROM San FRANCISCO TO 
Cuma.—The steamer Colorado left San Francisco on the Ist 
January for Yokohama aud Hong Kong direct. She took 45 
cabin passeugers, 200 Chinese steerage, about 300 tons general 
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cargo, including 1,300 barrels flour, and Treasure value $580,000. 
The piers were crowded with spectators to witness ber departure 
and wish her lon woyage. Thus the long-heralded line has 
actually commenced, and we wisi it all success. 





Baeacu or Conraact Case.—Jon.— v. JustesThis was an action 
for breach of a contract for the sale of hemp. The contract was for Manile 
hemp, to be shipped at Singapore at 438 |Us. per ton. The cargo was 
wrecked, and the hemp got wetted with sea water, and had to be dried, 
and in the result was mixed with sand and much damaged. The case was 
tried at Liverpool before Mr. Justice Blacaxburn, who Said the law down 
thus :—He said there was an implied warranty that the hemp was merchan- 
table, and he explained this to mean hemp such as fair and honest mer- 
chants would expect on a contract fur Manila hemp—that is, hemp such as 
they would expect to receive as Manila hemp. The jury found for the 
plaintiff—damages, £766. Mr. Brett now moved, on the part or the de- 
fendant, to set aside this verdict on the ground of misdirection, insisting 
that the only warranty was that the hemp was Manila hemp. Instead of 
which the learned judge had given as the test what fair and bonest mer- 
chants would expect to receive as Manila hemp. The only warranty was 
that the article delivered was that described. Mere damage done to it 
could not be recovered against the seller as a breach of warranty. The 
Lord Chief Justice observed that the argument of the learned counsel 
went to this extent, that on a contract for wheat it would be enough to de- 
liver any kind of grain which could be called wheat. He thought there 
was an implied contract in such ceses that the articles should be in a 
reasonably merchantable condition. Mr. Justice Mellor said he presumed 
the seller would contend that having contracted to pay the price for fair 
and merchantable hemp, he had a right to have merchantable hemp. It 
had certainly becn held, in a case where the contract was for “‘ spent mad- 
der,” that there was no implied warranty that it should be fit for any par- 
ticular purpose, as, for instance, for dyeing. But he was not aware that 
the authorities went further than that in favour of the seller. Mr. Justice 
Lush inquired if the learned counsel could cite any authority in favour of 
hia view. No such authority being cited, the Lord Chief Justice said ag 
the point was important, it was fit that it should be argued and determined, 
and therefore the learned counsel might take a rule niss. 

DEATH oF THE Rev. Dra. MacDoNNELL — We regret to announce the 
death of the Rev. Richard MacDonnell, D.D., Provost of Trinity College, 
Dublin, and father of Sir Richard Graves MacDonnell, Governor of Hong 
Kong. He had for some time suffered from a slight paralytic attack, but 
bronchitis was the immediate cause of his death, which took place on the 
24th inst. at the age of 80. Dr. MacDonnell was originally a member of 
the Irish bar, and was elected fellow of the college in 1808, being then 
only in his twenty-first year. After a collegiate career of forty-three yeara, 
during which, as a teacher, he displayed great ability, he was appointed 
provost by the Government of Earl Russell in 1857. He was a Whig in 
politics and a supporter of the national system of education in Ireland. 

THE JaPpangesE IN Pagis.—The Japanese Embassy now staying at 
the Grand Hotel, Paris, oceupy a suite of elegant rooms, for which they 
pay 350fr. a day. The arms they wear consist of long daggers and short 
sabres, richly ornamented, and are beautifully finished and formidable 
weapons. The chief of the Embassy dresses in European costume, with 
trousers and black frock coat. His name is Ko-tole, and he bears the title 
of Yamato-no-Kami. He is Minister of Foreign Affairs at Japan, grand 
officer of the Shiogoun, and governor of a province as large as the whole 
of France. Before returning to Paris he will pay a visit to St. Petersburg, 
and afterwards to America. ‘The Japanese Ambassadors appear to be nae 
pleased with the cookery of the Grand Hotel. They taxe five meals a 
day, and appear to have an excelleat appetite. Of wines they seem to 

refer Madeira and champagne, but they have a strong predilection for 

r, and are sufficiently good judges of malt and hops to give the prefe- 
rence to the English beverage.

Considerable satisfaction—rejoicing 
we may say—was experienced in the “Jerusalem,” at Lloyds’ 
and other places, that the house of Dent and Co. would be able 
to sustain the shock caused by their bills being refused by 
Messrs. Dent, Palmer and Co. on the 6th Nov. It is stated 
that the firm received assistance from Messrs. Jardine, Ma- 
theson and Co. The telegram of Messrs. Dent and Co. 
simply states that the bills would be provided for, and 
business was proceeding as usual. We have already noticed 
that Messrs. Dent, Palmer and Co. have accepted a con- 
siderable amount of bills which have been drawn subsequently, 
and it isto be presumed that Messrs. Dent and Co. will put them

“‘ A telegram has been received stating that provision had been made for 
those bills of Messrs. Dent and Co. which were refused acceptance in 
November last by Messrs. Dent, Palmer, and Co., of London. The parties 
who are understood to have interfered in their behalf were Messrs. Jardine, 
Matheson, and Co. The firm of Messra. Dent, and Co., in China, will, 
therefore, not suspend payment. The rumour recently current in London 
that a panic prevailed at Shanghai does not receive any confirmation in 
the pai eta of to-day, as they in no way refer to such a disaster, and con- 
sequently it is not believed to be correct." 

Daily Telegraph :— 

‘*‘ It is very satisfactory to be able to announce that a telegram was re- 
ceived this morning from Hong Kong, dated December 15, to the effect 
that the bills of Messrs. Dent and Co., of China, refused some time since 
by Messrs. Dent, Palmer, and Co., of London, their agents, will be fully 
provided for. Itis therefore presumed that the anticipated suspension of 
the firm will be avoided.” 

The Shanghai Exchange quotation noticed in our last as tele- 
graphed at 5s, 10jd. it appears was an error on the part of the 
Telegraph Company in transmission. The words despatched 
were, Exchange, Seventy-five and a-quarter ; but the telegram 
was delivered Seventy and a-quarter. This is trifling compared 
to the gibberish which is sometimes delivered. Most of the 
meseages on the fire at Yokohama have been unintelligible. 

Amongst the shares connected with the Far East we notice a 
considerable rise in P. aud O. Company’s, which stood at about 
£6 premium a month since, and are now at £18 to £20. The 
dealers on the Stock Exchange have decidedly been caught in 

their ‘‘ bearing operations” in this company, for there is nothing 
new in its affairs to cause this rise. Considering the deficiency 
in their freight receipts on bullion and silk, there is room for 
depreciation. The receipt of the news in reference to Messrs. 
Dent and Co. has not caused any marked improvement in the 
India and China Bank shares. There has been a demand for 
Hong Kong gas shares at £1 discount, in consequence of the 
affairs of the company having improved so far as to enable the 
directors to declare a dividend shortly. 

The arrangement by which Mr. Ilbery was to have filled the 
post of manager of the Agra Bank in the absence of Mr. Balfour 
has not been carried out. 

On account of the receipt of a telegram from Bombay, 
announcing the shipment of further remittances, the official 
liquidator of the Commercial Bank Corporation of India and 
the East will ut once apply to the Court of Chancery for per- 
mission to increase the proposed first dividend from 63. 8d. to 
1Cs., as originally intended. The scheme for resuscitation is 
in hand. 

Creditors of the Asiatic Banking Corporation are required 
to send the particulars of their claims to Mr. William Tur 
quand and Mr. F. W. Lawrence, the official liquidators, by the 
17th July next, the 1st August having been appointed by Vice- 
Chancellor Stuart for adjudicating upon them. 

The large decline in the Comptoir d’Escompte is owing to 
the fact that the holders of the shares, which are now made 
the subject of time bargains, have exercised the right of sub- 
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The quotation of shares for cash, 
those that is who still possess this right, was f.832.50. 

The efforts made by Messrs. Small ard Co. to make a private 
compromise with their creditors have not resulted favourably, 
and a deed to wind up under inspection has been signed and 
registered in the Court. We understand that the assets will 
scarcely yield 5s. The operations of this firm have of late been 
chiefly with Messrs. Baifour and Co., Calcutta, who have suo- 
cumbed to the late financial pressure and the absence of facilities 
granted by the Agra Bank before its failure. The partners in 
Messrs. Small and Co. are Patrick F. Robertson, M.P. for 
Hastings, and J. R. Robertson ; the former is adirector of the 
Oriental Bank, the Ceylon Company, Bank of Egypt, &., 
which it will be necessary now to resign. Inthe old timeg 
he was the chief partner in Turner and Co., China, and 
old residents will remember that a considerable busi- 
ness was ouce transacted between Turner and Co. and 
Small and Co. Of late years however the transactions of 
the firm, which has stood for years, have been confined to 
Singapore und Calcutta. ‘The manner in which the difficulties 
have been brought about, and the very meagreassets, are spoken 
of very disparagingly in the City, and the Chartered Mercantile 
Bank have felt it their duty to resist the private winding up. 
As we have before pointed out, it is injurious to trade generally 
that banks should support tottering firms when the difficulties 
have become chronic, and the Mercantile Bank have acted. 
we believe with the best intentions for the general welfare. It 
appears that the firm should have long since suspended, and 
the means they have used to keep afloat are said to be by no 
means creditable. The liabilities are fortunately not large, being 
under £100,000. 

The frm of How Brothers, chiefly in the China trade in 
connection with Messrs. Johnson and Co., have also failed in 
making a private compromise, and a winding-up deed has been 
executed. We understand that the assets ure estimated at 
15s., and that the losses of the firm have been produced chiefly 
by losses through other parties aud not by any indiscretion or 
over-trading. A good deal of sympathy has been expressed 
for the stoppage of the firm, and it is probable that they will 
resume business. It is presumed that the stoppage of Messrs. 
Johnson and Co. will have already been decided on in China, 

Messrs. Goddard, Finch, and Co., shippers to China, &c., have 
also effected a deed to wind up under inspection, but we un- 
derstand permission is accorded to continue business. 

In reference tothe failure of Messrs. La Roche, Nainby, and, 
Co., engaged in the Straits trade, noticed in a previous isque, 
an application has been made to the court to confirm a resolu- 
tion of creditors representing £54,000 out of £62,500—to 
accept a composition of 1s, in the pound. The court refused 
the same in consequence of the opposition of some credi-. 
tors represented by Mr. Bagley. 

According to last advices from India and China the pro- 
posed change from six months’ sight to four months’ sight was 
gradually gaining favour, and we believe that already some 
firms have anticipated the time originally proposed for giviag 
effect to the alteration, as bills have been received by last mail 
at four months’ sight, instead of the usual usance of six months’ 
sight. 

The directors of the Merchant Shipping Company, Limited, 
(late Somes) have issued acircular to the shareholders inform- 
ing them of the progress of the company since the meeting in 
July last. They state that the dockyard property and fleet of 
ships are now wholly unencumbered, and that all are actively 
employed. It is proposed to declare an interim dividend of 
10s. per share. 

The arguments in the matter of Overend, Gurney, and Ca 
were finished on the 22nd. Vice-Chancellor, Malins said the 
case was a most important one, and it had been very ably and 
elaborately argued by the counsel on both sides.

It states that, notwithstand- 
ing the unusual number of heavy losses to underwriters last 
year, the company, after having paid all claims, Josses, and ex- 
penses, carries over a balance of £51,999 14s. 5d.; making, in 
addition to the capital and reserve, a total of £179,004 Os.

Under these circumstance the directors recommend payment 
of interest for the half-year at the rate of 10 per cent. per 
annum.

and proposes an abstinence from competition on the part of the foreign 
merchants that would amount to a combination such as would be imprac- 
ticable; but were it possible, it is but fair from what we know of the inge- 
nuity and the resources of the Chinese to believe them to be quite capable 
of adopting a similar expedient, and fixing a minimum price, below whica 
no tea should be sold to the foreigners. But, even as matters now stand, 
we cannot see that fair competition need be confused with antagonism fur- 
ther than tl:> usual opposition of interests between buyer and seller must of 
necessity c: te, although it is necessary in reference to the future to dis- 
tinguish bet..cen the operations of speculators and the legitimate rise in 
prices consequent upon improved quality, scarcity of labour, or any other 
real cause. The London and China Telegraph justly considers the opera- 
tions in China last season as speculative, but we are at issue with the 
writer, if he lay the onus of speculation upon the Chinaman. The rash- 
ness of the English merchants has surely led to the losses that have oc- 
curred; and no one can blame the Chinese for obtaining the highest 
possible prices for their tea. It is almost impossible that such 
fluctuation and uncertainties will exist in future years in any 
trade increasing so largely as the tea trade, or could be found 
amongst nations amenable to the ordinary influences of modern 
civilisation; but between any European nation and the Chinese, 
com#lications in a trade still in its infancy must necessarily arise. 
Our imperfect acquaintance with their peculiar train of ideas, and their 
entire ignorance of trade in foreign countries make progress slower than 
it would be in a less exclusive nation. It is not only that we are sepa- 
rated by language, by laws, and by morals, we are separated really by cen- 
turies, and one of the greatest difficulties that the mind has‘ to encounter 
is to estimate fairly the aims and tendencies of an age far behind in point 
of time, and one with which we may be supposed to have nothing in 
common. In fact, the more enlarged ideas of English merchants meet 
with little response in China, and the exchange of goods, although con- 
ducted with great shrewdness on the part of the Chinese, is as betweea 
civilised man and the barbarian. It may be to the present interest of the 
more cultivated intelligence, and to the pecuniary gain of the individual, 
but for the creation of commerce a greater equality in knowledge of the 
world and of mankind, it cannot be doubted, would produce more rapid 
results. Many years hence, with increased knowledge and experience on 
either side, our commercial relations with China may be as fairly adjusted 
as between any other nations—unless, indeed, in the meantime, our 
sources of supply should be transferred from China to the tributary pro- 
vinces of India and Ceylon.”

_ The Jacmel Packet, from Singapore, which put in at Colon, Dec. 14, 
in distress, will be sept to New York, with her cargo, in charge of another 
Master and crew. 

The Wilhelmina Johanna, Albert, from Batavia to Rotterdam, which 
pu i Algoa Bay, Oct. 19, leaky, &sc., has been sold, and also her 


cargo. 
The Holland (Dutch bargue), Growbeck, from Batavia to Amster 
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{ dam, with sugar and coffee, put in at Lisbon Jan. 19th, leaky, with main- 
}-mast-and rudder broken and loss of sails and boats. 
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The Jacobus Mertinus, from Batavia to Schiedam, which arrived at 
Simon’s Bay, Dec. 8, hed mainarast badly sprang, decicstezined, and. boat 
sails, having experienced very bad weather off Cape Recife. 

The Sir W. F. Williams, Wilson, from China to London, put into 
Table Bay Dec. 14, with foremast sprung, which was being replaced. 

The Rangoon, from Sourabayato New York, which went ashore at 
Chincoteaugue Dec. 24, has been got off, 

The Raby Castle, Harris, from Penang to London, which put in at 
Capetown Nov. 27, was ferced to anchor within half a mile of the shore ; 
the master afterwards resigned his command, and the vessel was taken on 
in charge of Philips, late chief officer of the Hydaspes. 

The Concurrent, Ouwehand, which arrived at 8t. Helena Dec. 21 from 
Batavia, had encountered very heavy weather, during which she stramed 
very much, and made a quantity of water, and lost foreyard, foretopsail, 
&o. ; she was surveyed, and as ehe wes foundto be meking one inch water 
per hour when at anchor was being caulked. 

The Taymouth Castle, which sailed from Glasgow for Singapore Jan. 
5, with a general cargo, was driven ashore Jan. 6 at Torhead, near Bayll- 
castie, and became a total wreck, crew drowned. About 400 bales cotten 
goods hav: since been saved. 

The Rangoon (ship), from Java to New York, went ashore at Chinco- 
teague Dec. 26; sssistance was sent, and hopes were entertained of her 
being saved. 

The Januetje v. Striemen, from Batavia to Holland, arrived at Mau- 
Titius, Nov. 23, very leaky; she had experienced heavy gales from 14th 
to 16th Nov., during which she lost boats, bulwarks, and sails, and made so 
much water that the pumps had to be kept constantly going. 

The City of London, Watson, from Colombo for London, which vessel 
put in at Mauritius Nov, 26, leaky, had been obliged to keep ber pumps 
constantly going, having had es much as ten feet water in her bold. e 
pumps had been choked with coffee, and on her arrival at Mauritius ehe 
had still four feet water in the hold. 

The Willemina and Clara, Herwerden, which sailed from Texel Jan. 5 
for Batavia, was obliged to put back through stress of weather. 

‘A great portion of the cargo discharged from the Sir Lancelot, Robin- 
son, from badon to Shanghai, which put into Falmouth Dee. 15, with loss 
of fore and main masts, &c., is considerably damaged through water having 


got into the hold. 


-Advices from Amsterdam dated Jan. 11 state that the Cornelia Adol- 
phina, Roever, from Amsterdam to Batavia, now in the Nieuwe Diep, 
struck the ground near Egmond, but that she was presumed to be tight, 
and would be examined by a diver. 

The Jacmel packet, Dawes, from Singapore, arrived at Aspinwall, Deo. 
14, in distress having lost mainsail, immediately after her arrival the 
master sold the cargo but was prevented discharging the same by the 
United States Consul seizing the vessel. Surveyors report a portion of 
the cargo somewhat damaged and recommend its being shipping to New 
York, which will probably be done. 

The Sea Wave (barque), M’ Vicar, which sailed from Glasgow, Dec. 5, 
for Batavia, with e general cargo, bas gone ashore on Chapel Bar, within 
Padstow harbour. 

The Bolina, from Manila, is reported by telegram as lost in the China 
Sea, crew arrived at Singapore. 





THe Cirerer “ Tarprxc.”—The Algoa Bay paper has the following : 
—'‘A still more extraordinary run than that made home from China has 
been accomplished by the Taeping, which anchored in Algoa Bay on the 
8rd Dec. She left London on 14th October for Shanghai with a general 
cargo and ten passengers, and in the unprecedentedly brief period of 39 
days from that date was off the L’Agullias. This without doubt is the 
shortest passage accomplished by a sailing vessel on record. When in lon. 
45, lat. 37, it was found necessary to turn the vessel from her course and 
make the nearest port, as the captain, who had for some time been 
complaining of illness, was then suffering severely from general debility, 
accompunied by a dyspeptic attack, which necessitated immediate medical 
advice. This deviation of 1,600 miles from her ,original course to Algoa 
Bay occupied ten days, thus making the run from London, with the de- 
viation above mentioned, in the unparalleled period of 49 days.” The 
vessel left for China in command of the chief officer on the 4th Dec. Capt. 
Mackinnon was sent to the hospital, and was repidly recovering at the latest 
date, Dec. 14. 

Tse Steausnir “ Far East.”—Letters dated the 27th of Decem- 
ber have been received from St. Vincent, Cape Verd. The Far Rast 
in coals. She had encountered very heavy weather 
since the pilot left, on the 11th of December. When in the Bay of 
Biscay it mcreased to a terrific gale, at W.S. W., obliging the vessel to 
lay to from the 13th to the 16th of December, the ship a lp, tose 
markably well, She was to leave for Calcutta the following day ( 
28th). Passengers all well. 

New Cutna Cxipren.—We understand that Messrs, Robert Steele and 
Co. have contracteti with Captwia Rodger, Glasgow, owner of the Ellen 
Rodger, Taepiag, and other celebrated Chine clippers, to budd enether 
composite clipper ship of about 800 tons for the China trade. 

Tue Amenwan ‘Carma Man.~—The Pacific Mail Steamshtp Saag pr 
have appointed Captain Samvels, formerly of the Fulton, and ‘now ot the 
victorious yacht Henrietta, to a command in their line, and have assigned 
him one of their new steamships now in process of construction for the 
China trade. Captain Samuels is well known as a skilful commander, aud 
is believed to have shown special ability in his recent trip. 

Tux “ CHALLENGER.” — This vessel has again left for Shanghai, being 


| her sixteenth voyage to China, while she is only fifteen years old. No 


vessel has ever attained this feat in the Chinatrade. She hasbeen one of 
the most successful craft afloat for the underwriters from the large and 
valuable cargoes of silk and tea which she has carried. 

THe Ajax steamer put into Algoa Bay from Shanghai Oct. 22, Hong 
Kong Slst, Singapore Nov.11. She took on board about 3,000 bales woc 
This freight was some compensation for leaving China with only a 
cargo, in order to keep her time of arrival here. She arrived ia 
on the 2lst inst., being ninety-one days from Shanghai, end eighty-two 
from Hong Kong, including all stappeges.
